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(54) PACKING BODY OF GOLD THIN PLATE 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a card-shaped article having a value as 
precious metal which can become an object of collection as a card 
having aesthetic value and which also can be used as a gift certificate 
having an exchange value. 

CONSTITUTION: A packing body 6 includes a gold thin plate 1 of 
predetermined shape, having a decoration on its surface, a base y. /' 

sheet 7 in which a space or incision 4 for holding the plate 1 is

provided, an opaque backing sheet 8 bonded to the rear side of the | 1 

sheet 7, and a transparent sheet 1 0 which is bonded to the surface of 1 
the sheet 7 so as to cover at least the front surface of the plate 1 
supported by the sheet 7. The sheet 7 and sheet 8 can be formed 
from a cardboard which is folded in two or three, and the sheet 10 can 
be formed from a coating film bonded to the cardboard. A decoration 
formed on the surface of the plate 1 by printing or press can be easily 
appreciated through the sheet 10 and also protected by the sheet 10.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention]

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the package object of the golden card-like sheet metal which can be 
used also as a gift certificate which is set as the object of a collection as a card which has assets value and has an 
exchange value.

[Description of the Prior Art] Gold is set as the object of moneymaking as noble metals which has the exchange valu 
stabilized comparatively. Moreover, let some of telephone cards and stamps be the objects of a collection. Moreover 
various kinds of gift certificates, an admission ticket, a premium exchange ticket, etc. are published as a card which h 
an exchange value.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] If a conventional gift certificate, a conventional premium exchange ticke 
etc. were exchanged neither for goods nor a premium, they were what does not have economic merit as itself 
Generally, a gift certificate and a premium exchange ticket have a limit in exchangeable goods, for example, if they a 
the Bid ticket, they are exchangeable only for Biel. If the goods used as an exchange object are unnecessary when it 
tollows, tor example a gift certificate and a premium exchange ticket are got as a present, the gift certificate and 
premium exchange ticket will become worthless. 

[0004] Moreover, the gold conventionally made into the object of moneymaking does not have the pleasure collected

The ornament expressed w 
the front face of golden sheet metal 1 by printing, the press, etc. is protected by the transparence sheet 10 while being 
able to appreciate it easily through the transparence sheet 10. B
